JOHX  WHITE  ALEXANDER  was  born  in 
Allegheny  City,  Pa.,  October  7,  1856.  Educated  in 
Munich,  Florence  and  Paris.  Won  the  gold  medal 
of  the  Philadelphia  Academy  of  Fine  Arts  in  1897 ', 
a  gold  medal  at  the  Paris  Exposition  of  1900;  one 
at  the  Pan-American  Exposition  in  Buffalo  in  1901, 
etc.  Created  Chevalier  of  the  Legion  of  Honor  in 
1901.  Elected  National  Academician,  1902.  Member 
of  several  art  academies  and  societies.  Has  repre- 
sentative pictures  in  the  Luxembourg  Gallery,  Paris, 
and  in  many  collections  in  Europe  and  America.  He 
has  painted  decorations  at  the  Congressional  Library 
in  Washington,  and  many  portraits. 

MRS.  JAMES  HITLME  CANFIELD,  Copyist, 
born  in  Wisconsin;  educated  at  State  University;

JOHN  GADSBY  CHAPMAN,  born  in  Alexan- 
dria, Ya.,  1808,  died  November  28,  1889.  He  studied 
in  Italy  and  settled  in  New  York.  Elected  a  member 
of  the  National  Academy  of  Design  in  1836 ;  was  one 
of  the  original  members  of  the  Sketch  Club,  established 
in  1836.     After  1848  he  resided  in  Eome. 

THOMAS  LE  CLEAR,  born  in  Owego,  N.  Y., 
March  17, 1818,  died  in  Rutherford  Park,  N.  J.,  Novem- 
ber 26, 1882.  He  was  self-taught,  and  settled  in  New 
York  City  in  1839.  Elected  National  Academician 
in  1863. 

JOHN  SINGLETON  COPLEY  wasbornin Boston 
July  3,  1737,  died  in  London  September  9,  1815.    His 
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first  teacher  was  Peter  Pelham,  an  engraver,  his  step- 
father. He  began  painting  portraits  at  the  age  of 
seventeen.  He  went  to  England  in  1774  and  remained 
there  the  rest  of  his  life.  Copley  was  an  excellent 
portrait  painter,  trained  in  the  fine  English  school  of 
the  eighteenth  century. 

JOSEPH  OEIEL  EATON  was  born  in  Licking 
County,  Ohio,  February  8^  1829,  and  died  in  Yonkers, 
N.  Y.,  February  7,  1875.  He  was  an  associate  of  the 
National  Academy  of  Design  and  a  member  of  the 
Society  of  Painters  in  Water  Colors.  He  was  best 
known  as  a  portrait-painter.  His  pictures  at  Columbia 
are  signed  with  a  monogram. 

JOHN  WHETTON  EHNINGER,  of  the  Class  of 

1847,  was  born  in  New  York  City,  July  22,  1827,  and 
died  in  1889.  In  1848-49  he  studied  with  Couture  in 
Paris.  He  was  active  as  an  illustrator  and  painter 
of  portraits. 

DANIEL  HUNTINGTON,born  in  New  York,  1816. 
Studied  with  Samuel  F.  B.  Morse,  then  President  of 
the  National  Academy  of  Design.  Yisited  Europe  in 
1839  and  1844.  Elected  Associate  of  the  National 
Academy  in  1839  ;  Academician  in  1840,  and  was 
president  1862-69  and  re-elected  in  1877.  He  was 
especially  successful  as  a  portrait  painter,  and  has 
had  many  distinguished  men  among  his  sitters. 

CHAELES  CEOMWELL  INGHAM,  born  in 
Dublin,  1796,  died  in  New  York,  1863.  Trained  in  the 
Dublin  Academy,  and  settled  in  New  York  in  1817. 
He  assisted  in  founding  the  National  Academy  of 
Design  in  1826  and  served  as  Vice-President  from 
1845  to  1850.     He  was  an  organizer  of  the  Old  Sketch 


Gliib  in  1827,  which  in  1847  was  transformed  into  the 
Century  Association.  Ingham's  style  shows  a  tend- 
ency to  elaboration  and  minute  finish. 

HEIS^RY  INMAN  was  born  in  Utica,  K.  Y.,  October 
20,  1801,  died  in  New  York  City  January  17,  1846. 
Was  apprenticed  to  John  Wesley  Jarvis  at  the  age 
of  fourteen,  and  at  twenty-one  opened  a  studio  for 
himself.  Assisted  in  establishing  the  National  Acad- 
emy of  Design  in  1826  and  was  its  first  vice-president. 
He  was  a  painstaking  x)ainter  and  accomplished  much 
excellent  work  during  his  brief  career.  His  best 
productions  were  i)ortraits,  of  wliich  several  were 
painted  in  England,  of  Macaulay,  Wordsworth,  Chal- 
mers and  Lord  Cottenham. 

EASTMAN  JOHNSON,  born  in  Lovell,  Me.,  July 
29,  1824,  died  April  5,  1906.  Was  self-taught.  In 
1845  established  himself  as  a  portrait-painter  in 
Washington,  D.  C.  From  1849  to  1856  he  studied  in 
Europe,  especially  in  Diisseldorf  and  The  Hague.  In 
1858  he  settled  in  New  York  for  the  rest  of  his  life. 
Elected  member  of  the  National  Academy  of  Design 
in  1860.  Painted  many  interesting  genre  pictures, 
but  was  especially  successful  in  portraiture.  He  was 
a  painter  of  fine  training,  large  experience  and 
excellent  technique.  A  notable  example  of  his  work 
is  the  ''  Old  Kentucky  Home"  in  the  Lenox  Library. 

J.  REDDING  KELLY,  born  in  New  York  City  in 
1870.  Trained  at  the  National  Academy  of  Design, 
where  he  won  the  Suydam  medal  in  1895  and  the 
Cannon  prize  for  figure  painting  in  1897. 

LAWRENCE  KILBURN,  died  in  1775.  His  record 

is  charmmgly  presented  in  the  Historical  Magazine^ 
Yol.  10,  1866,  Supplement  No.  1.    He  came  to  New 
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York  in  May,  1754,  and  from  time  to  time  printed 
in  the  local  papers  quaint  advertisements,  wMch  have 
been  preserved.  He  was  for  a  time  successful  as  a 
portrait  painter,  but  finally  drifted  into  business  as  a 
dealer  in  paints,  oils,  etc. 


JACOB  H.  LAZAEUS,  born  in  I^ew  York,  October 

4,  1822  (or  1823),  died  January  11,  1891. 


DON  EAIMONDO  DE  MADEAZO,  born  in 
Eome  in  1841.  A  Spanish  painter,  the  son  of  Don 
Federigo  de  Madrazo^  also  a  painter  and  director  of 
the  Museo  di  Prado  in  Madrid.  Studied  with  his 
father  and  finished  his  education  in  Paris.  Succeeded 
his  brother-in-law,  Mariano  Fortuny,  as  the  leader 
among  Spanish  painters.  He  is  best  known  by  his 
genre  pictures  in  costume. 


FEAl^CIS  DAYIS  MILLET  was  born  in  Matta- 
poisett,  Mass.,  November  3, 1846.  A.B.,  Harvard  Uni- 
versity, 18G9.  Served  as  drummer  of  the  60th  Massa- 
chusetts Eegiment  in  1864,  and  later  was  Assistant 
Surgeon  in  theArmy  of  the  Potomac.  Studied  art  at 
the  Eoyal  Academy  of  Fine  Arts  in  Antwerp,  1871-72, 
where  he  won  Silver  and  Gold  Medals.  Was  Second 
Commissioner  from  Massachusetts  to  the  Yienna 
Exposition,  1873;  war  correspondent  for  New  York 
Serald,  London  Daily  News  and  London  Graphic  in 
the  Eusso-Turkish  War,  1877-78.  Director  of  decora- 
tions and  of  functions  at  the  World's  Columbian 
Exposition,  1893.  He  holds  many  important  foreign 
decorations.  Legion  of  Honor,  Paris,  1900 ;  Member 
of  the  National  Academy  of  Design,  1885,  and  other 
artistic  societies;  Honorary  Member  Architectural 
League.  He  is  equally  well  known  as  an  author  as  he 
is  as  an  artist. 
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FEANCIS  LUIS  MOEA,  Copyist,  born  in  Monte- 
video, July  27,  1874.  Trained  at  the  School  of  the 
Boston  Art  Museum  and  at  the  Art  Students'  League, 
New  York.  Painted  decorations  at  the  Lynn  Public 
Library,  1900,  and  St.  Louis  Exposition,  1904.  Won 
the  Hallgarten  prize,  National  Academy  of  Design, 
1905,  and  numerous  medals.  Member  of  National 
Academy  of  Design. 

WILLIAM  SIDNEY  MOUNT,  born  in  Setauket, 
L.  I.,  November  26,  1807,  died  there  November  19, 
1868.  In  1826  he  entered  the  School  of  the  National 
Academy  of  Design  in  New  York.  He  painted  some 
clever  genre  pictures  of  American  subjects. 

EEMBEANDT  PEALE,  born  in  Buck's  County, 
Pennsylvania,  February  22, 1778,  died  in  Philadelphia, 
October  3,  1860.  In  1801  went  to  England  to  study 
with  Benjamin  West.  Eeturned  to  the  United  States 
in  1803.  He  was  one  of  the  original  members  of  the 
National  Academy  of  Design  and  succeeded  John 
Trumbull  as  its  President,  x 

WILLIAM  HENEY  POWELL,  born  in  New 
York  February  19,  1823,  died  October  6,  1879.  Was 
a  pupil  of  Henry  Inman  and  afterward  studied  in 
Paris  and  France.  Began  to  exhibit  at  the  National 
Academy  of  Design  in  1838,  and  was  elected  an 
Associate  in  1839.  He  painted  historical  pieces  of 
American  subjects  and  many  portraits. 

CAEL  FEEDEEICK  voN  SALZA,  born  in 
Sorby,  Sweden,  October  29,  1858,  died  in  New  York, 
December  10,  1905.  He  received  his  training  at  the 
Eoyal  Academy  of  Fine  Arts  in  Stockholm,  and  at 
the  Eoyal  Academy  at  Brussels.  Instructor  in  Art 
at  the  St.  Louis  School  of  Fine  Arts,  1892-98,  Chicago 
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Fine  Arts  Institute^  1898-99,  and  at  Teachers  Col- 
lege, 1899-1901.  He  exhibited  in  Paris,  in  Berlin  and 
in  many  American  cities. 

WILLIAM  THOMAS  SMEDLEY,  born  in  Ches- 
ter County,  Pennsylvania,  March  26,  1858.  Trained 
at  the  Philadelphia  Academy  of  Fine  Arts,  and  in 
Paris  under  Jean  Paul  Laurens.  Member  of  the 
National  Academy  of  Design,  1905.  Best  known  as 
an  illustrator. 

GILBEET  CHAELES  STUAET,  born  in  Narra- 
gansett,  E.  I.,  December  3,  1775,  died  in  Boston,  July 
27,  1828.  Stuart  dropped  the  middle  name,  always 
signing  himself  Gilbert.  In  1770  he  went  to  England 
with  a  Scottish  painter,  Cosmo  Alexander.  He  visited 
England  again  in  1775,  remaining  there  through  the 
war  of  the  American  Eevolution.  Leaving  a  good 
practice  there  he  returned  to  the  United  States  in 
1792.  He  painted  many  portraits  of  Washington, 
several  from  life,  but  many  of  them  replicas.  He  was 
a  prolific  portrait  painter.  The  catalogue  of  the 
incomplete  exhibition  of  his  works  in  Boston  in  1880 
has  754  entries. 

THOMAS  SULLY,  born  in  Horncastle,  England, 
June  8, 1783.  Came  to  America  when  a  child,  died 
in  Philadelphia  November  5,  1872.  Picked  up  his 
knowledge  of  painting  from  various  people  in  America, 
chiefly  from  Henry  Bembridge,  Trumbull  and  Stuart, 
and  from  West  in  England,  which  he  visited  in  1809. 
He  returned  to  Philadelphia,  where  for  more  than  forty 
years  he  produced  excellent  portraits.  He  was  in  the 
first  rank  of  the  older  school  of  American  painters. 

HEI^EY  STANLEY  TODD  received  honorable 
mention  at  Pan-American  Exposition,  Buffalo,  1901, 
and  a  bronze  medal  at   St.  Louis  Exposition,  1904. 
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JOHN  TEUMBULL,  son  of  Jonathan  Trumbull, 
born  in  Lebanon,  Conn.,  June  6,  1756,  died  E^ovember 
10,  1843.  Graduated  from  Harvard  in  1773.  In  May, 
1780,  he  visited  England  and  studied  painting  under 
West  and  Copley.  His  portraits  and  compositions, 
which  include  many  interesting  battle  pieces,  are 
widely  distributed,  the  most  representative  collection 
being  in  the  art  building  of  Yale  University. 

JOHN  YANDEELYN,  born  at  Kingston,  N.  Y. 
October  15,  1775,  died  September  24,  1852.  Early 
came  under  the  influence  of  Gilbert  Stuart.  As  a 
protege  of  Aaron  Burr  he  went  to  France  in  1796  and 
rematued  there  five  years.  He  exhibited  his  "  Marius 
amid  the  ruins  of  Carthage  '^  in  the  Paris  Salon  of 
1808,  and  won  with  it  the  Napoleon  gold  medal.  He 
paiuted  numerous  portraits  of  the  distinguished  men 
of  his  day. 

SAMUEL  LOYETT  WALDO,  Copyist,  born  in 
Windham,  Conn.,  April  6,  1783,  died  in  New  York, 
February  16, 1861.  Yisited  London  from  1806  to  1809. 
Opened  a  studio  in  New  York  where  he  patuted  por- 
traits until  his  death.  Associate  Member  of  the 
National  Academy  of  Design  in  1847.  He  formed  a 
partnership  with  William  Jewett  and  Ingham  in  1812. 

lEYING  EAMSEY  WILES,  born  in  Utica,  1861. 
Trained  by  his  father,  Lemuel  M.  Wiles,  Carroll 
Beckwith, Wm.  M.  Chase  and  Carolus  Duran.  Awarded 
gold  medal  at  Louisiana  Purchase  Exposition.  Member 
of  National  Academy  of  Design,  American  Water 
Color  Society,  etc. 
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
